CAP 
manages  all  the  elements  of  the  actual 
debt  counselling  centrally. 

In  order  for  this  to  happen,  we  need  to 
commit  to  significant  resources: 
Appointing  a  Centre  Manager

'befrienders'  who  provide  friendship 
and  practical  and  spiritual  help  to  the 
clients  (this  could  work  in 
conjunction  with  our  family 
supporters  scheme  run  by  Sharon) 
•      A  £6k  per  annum  contribution  to  CAP
